ABSTRACT 

This study deals with a newly discovered Safaitic inscription. The study 
and analysis of this inscription have helped in resolving the controversy 
among researchers about the phrase (SNT HRB NBT) that was the subject of 
many Safiatic inscriptions. The dispute has been the result of different theo- 
ries suggested by different scholars about this war in terms of its date and 
the sides involved in it. Some reserachers suggest that this war was between 

the Roman and the Nabatean while others think that it was the rebe < Iion of 
the prince Damasi. However, in this study the author proves based on the 
new inscription that this war was between the Nabateans and the Jews. That 
war was initiated during the reign of the Nabatean king Obodas the first (96- 
90 BC) and lasted for around 135 years in the form of a series of interrupted 
rounds or battles until it was terminated during the reign of the king Aretas 
the fourth (9 BC-40 AD). Therefore, the date of the new inscription could be 
roughly determined and attributed to any of the battles occurred between 
(96BC-40 AD). 
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
